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The New Jersey Family Advocate Pro-
gram (“FAP”) is now operational and as-
sisting families and individuals directly im-
pacted by the September11 Attacks.

Created by Governor James E. McGreevey
through Executive Order No. 5 as the re-
placement for the Family Assistance Center
which closed March 22, FAP is designed to
meet the long-term needs of families who
lost loved ones and individuals who were
physically injured in the Attacks. Through
individualized attention by experienced and
trained family advocates, the program assists
families in gaining hassle-free access to re-
sources including charitable and private ben-
efits, legal, financial and mental health ser-
vices, scholarship programs, job training
and skill enhancement programs.

The FAP is run by New Jersey Family
Advocate Program Management, Inc.
(“NJFAM”), a non-profit corporation estab-
lished by Executive Order No. 5, under the
guidance and supervision of the Governor’s
Office of  Recovery and Victim Assistance.
NJFAM is using the services of the United
Ways of New Jersey to administer the FAP.

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Governor James E. McGreevey has signed an Executive Order requiring State colleges
and universities to waive tuition for the children and spouses of the September11 Attack vic-
tims. The Executive Order is retroactive and provides that tuition for the Fall 2001 and
Spring 2002 semesters be waived as well as for future terms.

The Executive Order directs State colleges and universities as well as the New Jersey
Institute of Technology to immediately refrain from charging tuition to victims’ family
members until the World Trade Center Scholarship Program becomes operational.

The law establishing the scholarship program calls for the creation of a 10-member
board, subject to Senate approval, to raise and distribute funds for the victims’ families.
One designee, William Barham, who lost his brother-in-law on September 11, has been
confirmed by the Senate.  Barham is from Monmouth Beach.  The remaining nine
designees will be subject to confirmation on or after May 9 when the Senate resumes
session. The designees, most of whom lost a loved one on September 11, are:

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The Lower Manhattan Development
Corporation has announced it has estab-
lished a set of “principles for action” that
will guide the development of the World
Trade Center site and created a “Blueprint
for Renewal” at the site, including estab-
lishing a memorial honoring the victims of
the terrorist Attacks and coordinating mass
transit services to provide a coherent inte-
gration between lower Manhattan and the
rest of the city and region.

The LMDC will work with the Port
Authority and numerous partners in the
public and private sectors to chart a course
for revitalizing lower Manhattan.

The principles announced include:

❖ creating a memorial honoring the
victims of the terrorist Attacks while
reaffirming the democratic ideals that
came under attack on September11.

❖ making decisions based on an
inclusive and open public process.

❖ assisting the rapid revitalization of
lower Manhattan, in a manner that
does not preclude desirable future
development plans.

❖ coordinating and encouraging
infrastructure improvements that will
trigger the private investment needed
to sustain and enhance lower Manhattan
